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BE IT REMEMBERED, that on the 8th day of September, A.D., 1986, 
George Wallace, Governor of the State of Alabama, issued his proclamation 
in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 


STATE OF ALABAMA 
PROCLAMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, there exists an extraordinary occasion in the State of 
Alabama, which demands the convening of the Legislature of Alabama, in 
extraordinary session, as prescribed by Article V, Section 122, of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, 1901. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. Wallace as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the legislature of the State 
of Alabama shall convene in extraordinary session at the seat of government, 
Alabama State House, in Montgomery, Alabama, at 10 a.m. on Monday, 
September 8, 1986, and I do hereby designate the following subjects and 
matters, which I, as Governor, deem necessary to be considered and acted 
upon by said Legislature, in extraordinary session assembled: 


1. Legislation relating to the levy of an additional tax and the collection 
and disposition of funds produced thereby, on certain alcoholic 
beverages, including, but not necessarily limited to beer, malt, or 
other brewed beverages, which legislation may but which shall not 
necessarily be an amendment of Section 28-3-184, Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended. 


2. Legislation to provide for the levy of a tax and the collection and 
disposition of funds produced thereby, on pari-mutuel betting or 
activities relating thereto, including but not necessarily limited to 
a five percent pool tax on the betting pools at racing facilities in 
the state, and/or privilege or license taxes relating to the same 
facilities, and breakage taxes relating to same. 


3. Legislation to levy a tax and to provide for the collection and 
disposition of funds produced thereby, on sales, receipts, and related 
activities which take place at or in conjunction with racing facilities 
in the state, and/or legislation clarifying the fact that prior legislation 
of a local nature, could not and did not legally exempt said racing 
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facilities from their general legal obligation under the laws of the 
State of Alabama to pay such taxes, or legislation amending, mod- 
ifying, or rescinding any laws relating thereto. 


. Legislation to amend, modify, change, terminate, or rescind some 


or all provisions of Alabama law including but not necessarily limited 

to Section 40-23-1, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, which 

legislation currently has the effect of exempting, by law or definition, 

oo gross proceeds or gross receipts of sales within the State of 
abama. 


. Legislation relating to the levy of an additional tax and the collection 


and disposition of funds produced thereby, on cigarettes sold within 
the State of Alabama and/or on other tobacco products, including 
but not necessarily limited to additional privilege and license taxes 
on the sale, storage, use, consumption, for delivery of cigarettes 
within the State of Alabama. 


. Legislation to levy a tax and to provide for the collection and 


disposition of the funds produced thereby, on municipal corporations 
who operate municipal public utilities, including but not necessarily 
limited to a 2.2 percent license tax on gross receipts of said utilities 
or the municipal corporations operating same. 


. Legislation to repeal, modify, change, or amend certain provisions 


of Alabama law applicable to the Alabama use tax specifically, but 
not necessarily limited to Section 40-23-60, Code of Alabama, 1975 
as amended, and any other legislation which the legislature deems 
appropriate to include in the definition of “retail sale” the process 
known as “withdrawals from inventory by licensed retail dealers and 
to correct or alleviate the possible adverse consequences from recent 
Alabama Supreme Court rulings relating to said statute and statutory 
interpretations thereof. 


. Legislation relating to the levy of an additional special tax and the 


collection and disposition of funds produced thereby, on carbonated 
soft drinks. Which legislation may include a five cents tax on 
containers of less than one liter, and eight cents tax on containers 
of greater than one liter and up to two liters, a ten cents tax on 
containers of greater than two liters and up to three liters and an 
additional one cent tax on each liter over three liters, but said 
legislation would not necessarily be limited to these tax amounts 
nor these volume amounts, which could be either greater or lesser. 


. Legislation to allow or require cutbacks or terminations of services, 


programs, or expenditures that the legislature determines to be 
inappropriate, wasteful, or an otherwise unreasonable expenditure of 
public funds. 


Legislation for any of the human service agencies of the State of 
Alabama or legislation directly applicable to any of the human service 
agencies of the State of Alabama which is or may be designed to 
produce revenues, either directly or indirectly to help said agencies 
avoid current or future financial problems, or legislation for said 
departments designed to limit or restrict numbers or classes of 
persons who are or might be legally entitled to services by the 
respective departments and agencies and legislation for said de- 
partments or directly relating to said departments dealing with 
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personnel policies, procedures, and legal rights of patients, recipients, 
or employees which is intended to assist said departments in dealing 
in the most efficient, economical, and fair way possible with the 
employees of said departments.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the Legislature makes the fol- 
lowing finding of facts: 


1. A genuine funding crisis exists in certain state agencies, those agencies 
being: Mental Health, Medicaid, Human Resources, and the Department of 
Public Health. 


2. That these agencies provide essential state services that if not main- 
tained will result in tremendous human suffering and possibly the loss of 
lives of the citizens of the State of Alabama. 


3. The Governor of the State of Alabama, the Alabama Legislature, and 
the citizens of the State of Alabama will not stand by and allow these 
essential services to be dismantled. 


4. This crisis in state funding exist because of a decline in projected 
revenue due to a reduction in interest earnings on state deposits and a 
substantial decline in oil and gas severance taxes which would accrue to the 
state’s general fund. 


5. The Legislature further determines that these funding crises that exist 
from time to time are caused not only by lack of revenue growth, but by 
the budgetary and revenue projection methods utilized by the Alabama 
Legislature. 


6. The Legislature has determined that the method by which revenue 
projections are forecast is not as accurate as is desirable and does not serve 
the best overall interest of all the citizens of the State of Alabama. 


7. The Legislature further determines that the stability and the accurate 
predictability of revenue growth are equally important and the failure to 
properly estimate projected revenue can be equally as harmful to the budgetary 
process as the lack of growth in revenues themselves. 


THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLA- 
TURE OF ALABAMA, That there is hereby created a Blue Ribbon Com- 
mission to be appointed in the following fashion: 


Three (3) members of this commission shall be appointed by the current

3. A comprehensive review of the tax system in Alabama including any 
recommendations for tax simplification, fairness and revenue needs for the 
future. 


4. A comprehensive review of the overall operation of state government, 
designed to make recommendations to eliminate any waste, inefficiencies and 
mismanagements that might exist in any agency or department. 


5. The commission should complete its findings and make the appro- 
priate recommendations to the Governor and the Alabama Legislature prior 
to the commencement of the 1987 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature.

The membership 
of the Committee shall be constituted as follows: the presiding officer of the 
Senate shall appoint three (3) members of the Senate, and one (1) additional 
member from a list of three (3) nominees from among the membership of 
the Alabama-Mississippi Division of the Mid Continent Oil and Gas As- 
sociation, and one (1) additional member who is a resident of an oil and 
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gas producing county knowledgeable in the oil and gas field; the presiding 
officer of the House shall appoint three (3) members of the House of 
Representatives, and one (1) additional member from a list of three (3) 
nominees from among the Alabama membership of the Alabama Petroleum 
Council, and one (1) additional member who is a resident of an oil and gas 
producing county knowledgeable in the oil and gas field. The State Oil and 
Gas Supervisor and Commissioner of the Department of Conservation shall 
serve as ex officio, non-voting, advisory members of the Committee. The 
Committee shall meet within 10 days following the commencement of the 
1984 Regular Session of the Legislature; whereupon the first order of business 
shall be to elect a chairman and vice chairman from among the appointed 
membership of the Committee. Any vacancy shall be filled in the same 
manner as the original appointment.

“5. The Governor elected in the General Election of November 1986 
shall be an ex officio member of said committee and shall call and preside 
at the first meeting of the committee, at which the Committee shall determine 
how the Chairman is to be selected. 


“6. Each legislative member of the committee shall be entitled to his 
regular legislative compensation, his per diem and travel expenses for each 
day he attends a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any 
funds appropriated to the use of the legislature, upon warrants drawn on 
the state comptroller upon requisitions signed by the committee’s chairman, 
provided, however, that members shall not receive additional legislative 
compensation or per diem when the legislature is in session or if a member 
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is being paid any other payments on the same dates for attendance of other 
state business. 


“7, Non-legislative members shall be entitled to the same compensation 
and per diem as legislative members. 


“8. The committee may, at its discretion, contract for such consultants 
as may be necessary to expedite the duties of the committee. The Secretary 
of the Senate shall furnish staff as may be necessary. This staff and consultant 
o consultants to be paid from funds appropriated for the use of the legis- 
ature.”

RESOLUTION 
Senator Corbett offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S.J.R.19. CONTINUING THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE CHILDREN 
AND YOUTH STUDY COMMITTEE TO COORDINATE CHILDREN’S 
SERVICE IN THE STATE OF ALABAMA. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby established on 
a permanent basis the Joint Interim Legislative Children and Youth Study 
Committee. Said committee shall, at all times hereafter, be composed of 
eight (8) members; four (4) to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor 
from among the members of the Senate and four (4) House members to be 
appointed by the Speaker of the House. The chairman and vice chairman 
of the committee shall be elected by its members at the committee’s first 
meeting after the commencement of each newly elected legislature’s term of 
office. Those members presently serving on the committee created by Act 
84-318 of the 1984 Regular Session (Acts 1984, p. 736) shall serve as members 
of the committee herein created, so long as they continuously serve in their 
respective legislative seats, whereupon their successors on said committee 
shall be selected as heretofore prescribed in this section. It shall be the 
primary function of said committee to study all aspects of laws and proposed 
laws that would affect children from birth through adolescence. Areas of 
interest should emphasize, but not be limited to, day care, child labor laws, 
abuse, neglect, safety, health, mental health, crippled children’s service and 
justice. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That said committee is hereby em- 
powered to employ a coordinator for children’s services. Said coordinator 
shall serve at the pleasure of the committee who shall prescribe an appropriate 
salary, not to exceed $25,000 per annum, for such coordinator with a pro 
rata share of such salary to be funded by each of the following state agencies 
and departments: Department of Human Resources, Department of Youth 
Services, Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation and the 
state Medicaid Agency and state Department of Education. The Attorney 
General shall furnish adequate office space for said coordinator in the Alabama 
State House and the Clerk of the House of Representatives and Secretary 
of the Senate shall both furnish clerical assistance, not to exceed two from 
each house for said committee and said coordinator. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That each member of the committee shall be

WHEREAS, the White Cane has long been the symbol of the precious 
rights of security, equality, and opportunity to the blind and visually impaired; 
an 


WHEREAS, its history has been that of all great social reforms—from 
a challenge to be met, to experimentation, to custom, to passage of laws of 
varying effectiveness in various states—culminating today in the enactment 
into statute in many states of the Model White Cane Law; and 


WHEREAS, the measure makes it the policy of the state that these 
persons, the visually impaired and blind, and the otherwise disabled, shall 
be encouraged and enabled to participate fully in the social and economic 
life of the state; and 


WHEREAS, the state calls upon the general citizenry to expect to see 
blind and disabled persons abroad in the community going to and from the 
places of their work and recreation, and to take all necessary precautions 
to secure their safety; and 


WHEREAS, motorists are required to yield the right-of-way to totally 
or partially blind persons carrying a predominantly white cane or using a 
guide dog; and 


WHEREAS, one of the most significant features of the Model White 
Cane Law is the provision declaring that it shall be the policy of the state 
that blind persons, visually impaired, and otherwise disabled persons shall 
be employed in the service of the state, in the public schools, and in all 
other employment supported in whole or in part by public funds on the 
same terms and conditions as the able-bodied; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we do hereby give our full 
support and endorsement in declaring October 15, 1986, as “White Cane 
Safety Day” in Alabama to remind the general public of its responsibilities 
to the blind, the visually impaired, and otherwise disabled persons. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That we commend the Alabama In- 
stitute for Deaf and Blind, the State Department of Education’s Division 
of Rehabilitation, and all other state agencies for their focus on the Model 
White Cane Law and the genuine interest and deep concern shown for the 
blind and visually impaired through support of it.

a. To the Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation—an 
amount sufficient, but not to exceed $12,000,000, in order to make total 
receipts of said department from the State General Fund, the State Insurance 
Fund and State Fund No. 305735 equal $56,983,000; 
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b. To the Alabama Medicaid Agency—an amount sufficient, but not to 
exceed $11,000,000, in order to make total receipts of said department from 
the State General Fund and the State Insurance Fund equal $105,872,373; 


c. To the Department of Public Health—$2,000,000 


d. To the State General Fund—any funds of the $25 million not trans- 
ferred to the Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation, the 
Alabama Medicaid Agency and the Department of Public Health under the 
provisions of this Section. 


Section 2. A sum equivalent to the twenty-five million dollars 
($25,000,000) hereby transferred from the State Insurance Fund shall be paid 
into said Fund from the State General Fund during the fiscal year beginning 
October 1, 1987 for replenishment of the State Insurance Fund in the amount 
of the transfer provided for in Section 1 hereof. For such purpose, there is 
hereby appropriated from the State General Fund for the fiscal year beginning 
October 1, 1987, to the State Insurance Fund, the sum of twenty-five million 
dollars ($25,000,000). 


Section 3. Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary, there 
shall be transferred fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000) from funds which 
were heretofore appropriated to the State Highway Department and which 
presently are held, or that will accrue as investments in Fund No. 305735 
in the State Treasury, such sum to be transferred during the fiscal year 
beginning October 1, 1986; and such sum is hereby appropriated as follows: 


a. To the Department of Human Resources—$7,600,000 Human Services 
Program (For use in Day Care for Children); 


b. To the Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation—an 
amount sufficient, but not to exceed $7,000,000, in order to make total 
receipts of said department from the State General Fund, the State Insurance 
Fund and State Fund No. 305735 equal $56,983,000; 


c. To the State General Fund—any funds of the $15 million not trans- 
ferred to the Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation and the 
Department of Human Resources under the provisions of this Section. 


Section 4. A sum equivalent to the fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000) 
hereby transferred from Fund No. 305735 shall be repaid to said Fund No. 
305735 from the State General Fund during the fiscal year beginning October 
1, 1987 for replenishment of Fund No. 305735 in the amount of the transfer 
provided for in Section 3 hereof. For such purpose, there is hereby appro- 
priated from the State General Fund for the fiscal year beginning October

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains.

The coroner of Jackson County is hereby authorized and 
directed to appoint two deputy coroners, one of whom must reside in the 
western half of the county and one of whom must reside in the eastern half 
of the county, who shall have authority to exercise all of the functions 
pertaining to the coroner’s office.

“(1) The aggregate of all such investments shall not exceed 10 percent 
of the insurer’s admitted assets; 
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“(2) The insurer’s capital and surplus shall not be less than twice the 
total capital and surplus required of the insurer to transact insurance under 
sections 27-3-7 and 27-3-8 of the Alabama insurance code; and 


“(3) Such investments are seund reasonable investments. 


“(b) No investment shall be an eligible investment under this section 
if the investment is in an asset not allowed under the provisions of section 
27-37-2 of the Alabama insurance code or is otherwise expressly prohibited 
or is eligible under any other provision of this chapter; except, that an 
insurer may invest in common stocks up to the limits imposed by this 
section in excess of the limits imposed by section 27-41-17. 


“(c) The insurer shall keep a separate record of all investments made 
under this section. 


“(d) If an investment made under this section subsequently qualifies as 
an eligible investment under any other provision of this chapter, the in- 
vestment shall thereafter not be eligible under this section.”

“(2) Advances to officers, directors and controlling stockholders, other 
than policy loans, unless the same are secured by collateral satisfactory to 
the commissioner, and advances to employees, agents and other persons on 
personal security only; 


“(3) Stock of such insurer owned by it, or any equity therein, or loans 
secured thereby or any material proportionate interest in such stock acquired, 
or held, through the ownership by such insurer of an interest in another 
firm, corporation or business unit; 


“(4) Furniture, fixtures, furnishings, safes, vehicles, libraries, stationery, 
literature and supplies, except: 


“a. Such personal property as is required acquired through foreclosure 
of chattel mortgages under loans insured or guaranteed under provisions of 
the National Housing Act or any act of congress relating to veterans benefits; 


“b. Such as is reasonably necessary for the maintenance and operation 
of real estate held by it other than real estate for home office, branch office 
and similar purposes; and 


“c.In the case of title insurers, abstract plant and equipment not to 
exceed 50 percent of the paid-in capital stock of such title insurer; and

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dependent of such person, or is otherwise eligible to purchase alcoholic 
beverages from military package or liquor stores, shall be entitled to have 
in his possession, in his motor vehicle, or a private residence or place of 
private residence or the curtilage thereof in any county in this state, for his 
own private use and not for resale, not more than the following quantity of 
alcoholic beverages as defined in §28-3-1, which beverages have been sold 
by a military liquor, package, class 6 or similar store or outlet: three liters 
of liquor and one case of beer; or three liters of wine and one case of beer; 
or two cases of beer; provided, however, that no alcoholic beverages shall be 
kept, stored or possessed in the passenger area of any vehicle, or in the view 
of any passenger; and further provided that the beer and table wine must 
first have been purchased by the military package or liquor stores from 
licensed Alabama wholesalers, and liquor and fortified wine must first have 
been purchased by the military package and liquor stores from the Alabama 
ABC Board; and shall have sufficient identification, including but not limited 
to a sales receipt, to show that such alcoholic beverages were purchased in 
Alabama and sold by such military store or outlet; provided further that no 
rule or regulation of the Board shall require a wholesaler to affix stamps or 
decals to beer or table wine. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for any person in possession of alcoholic beverages 
as enumerated in subsection (a) of this section to sell or offer to sell such 
alcoholic beverages to anyone not authorized to purchase such state untaxed 
beverages himself or to have in his possession at any one time any amount 
of state untaxed alcoholic beverages in excess of the quantity set forth in 
subsection (a) of this section. Any person violating the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not less than 
$50.00 nor more than $500.00, or imprisoned in the county jail for a period 
not to exceed six months, either or both, at the discretion of the court. 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the, 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

1. House Bill No. 31 is a local bill affecting only employees of Randolph 
County which amends a general law providing retirement benefits for all 
state employees. Such bills are clearly unconstitutional under Section 105 
of the Alabama Constitution as interpreted and applied in Peddycoart v. 
City of Birmingham, 345 So. 2d 808 (Ala. 1978) and the courts have 
consistently male such acts unconstitutional including acts relating to Cull- 
man, Cleburne, and Lowndes Counties. 


2. The Retirement Systems’ fiduciary obligation to its members obligates 
it to challenge the constitutionality of such laws. However, neither I, nor 
the Retirement Systems are opposed to similar provisions being enacted on 
a statewide basis in the form of a general bill. 


3. If allowed to become law, litigation would no doubt arise and such 
litigation is costly and will unnecessarily involve the participation and expense 
of numerous state and local attorneys as well as state court personnel. I am 
told by the Alabama Retirement Systems that the prospect of upholding the 
provisions of this act are doubtful and, therefore, I veto House Bill 31.

SPECIAL ORDER 
BILLS ON THIRD READING RESUMED 


The Senate proceeded to consideration of the special, paramount, and 
continuing order of business for today, the first of which was the Bill: 


H.64. To rescind all prior exemptions from state sales taxation granted 
to dog race tracks in Alabama. 


Senator deGraffenried offered the following substitute for the Bill, H. 
B. 64, to-wit: 
SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 64 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the exemption of pari-mutuel wagering facilities from all 
licenses and excise taxes by the state or any county, municipality or other 
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political subdivision thereof provided, however, there shall be no exemption 
with respect to any uniform taxes levied generally on property, income or 
business activity except for specific taxes including income taxes levied by 
the state, occupational taxes levied on wages by a sponsoring municipality 
or host county, ad valorem taxes levied on any racing facility at the same 
rates as are applicable to other commercial property having comparable 
market value and state and local sales tax on merchandise sold by operators 
or their concessionaires at racing events, all taxes and license fees imposed 
or related to the sale of alcoholic beverages; to provide that all other 
exemptions that were granted to pari-mutuel wagering or pari-mutuel wagering 
facilities in the acts permitting such pari-mutuel wagering were and are valid 
exemptions until the effective date of this act at which time they are repealed. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. LEGISLATIVE FINDINGS. It is hereby found and declared 
as follows: 


1. The legislature of this state has heretofore authorized pari-mutuel 
wagering in this state through passage of various legislative acts and may 
in the future authorize further pari-mutuel wagering activities in this state. 


2. The conduct of pari-mutuel wagering in this state as heretofore 
provided and as hereinafter may be provided will generate additional revenues 
for governmental and charitable purposes, provide additional jobs for the 
residents of this state, and benefit businesses related to tourism and recreation 
within the state. 


3. The nature of the ownership, operation and the amount of pari- 
mutuel tax and admission tax paid by pari-mutuel wagering facilities which 
now exist or which may hereafter be authorized, requires exemptions for 
such facilities from certain taxation by the state, any county, municipality, 
or other political subdivision thereof in order to insure successful operation 
of such pari-mutuel wagering facilities; however, there are certain aspects of 
the business of the pari-mutuel wagering facility which do not require such 
protection. 


4. The business of pari-mutuel wagering is unique in that pari-mutuel 
wagering requires wagers made by persons to be placed into a pool or pools, 
a retention of a portion of such pool or pools to allow the operator of a 
pari-mutuel wagering facility to pay the expenses of operation and to pay 
from said pool or pools such taxes or fees as are imposed in present acts 
or which might hereafter be imposed in future acts of the legislature, creating 
the right to operate a pari-mutuel wagering facility. This unique aspect of 
pari-mutuel wagering requires that the handle of a pari-mutuel wagering 
facility or the portion of the handle retained by the operator of any pari- 
mutuel wagering facility never be subjected to any tax except the pari-mutuel 
tax pnpoded by the act creating the right to license a pari-mutuel wagering 
facility. 


5. Each act creating the right to license a pari-mutuel wagering facility 
imposes or provides for the imposition of a tax on the admission of each 
person to such facility and therefore no additional tax should be imposed 
on such admissions. 


6. Exemptions granted to pari-mutuel wagering facility through certain 
taxations should be uniform throughout the State of Alabama. 
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7. Therefore, it is necessary and desirable to: 


A. Reaffirm the exemptions from taxation heretofore created by various 
acts authorizing operation of pari-mutuel wagering facilities as the same have 
existed from the date of the passage of the respective acts until the effective 
date of this act; 


B. Exempt any pari-mutuel wagering facility now existing or hereafter 
created from certain taxes as set forth herein so as to provide for uniform 
exemptions to all such pari-mutuel wagering facilities. 


Section 2. DEFINITIONS AND USE OF PHRASES. The following 
words and phrases used in this act and others evidently intended as the 
equivalent thereof, shall, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise, have 
the following respective meanings herein: 


1. ADMISSION TAX. The tax imposed or permitted by the applicable 
law upon the amount paid for admission to a pari-mutuel wagering facility. 


2. HANDLE. The total amount deposited in all of the pari-mutuel pools 
originated by an operator of a pari-mutuel wagering facility during any 
specified period of time, or at any time. 


3. OPERATOR OF PARI-MUTUEL WAGERING FACILITY. Any per- 
son or company who holds a license to operate a pari-mutuel wagering facility 
pursuant to any general, special, private, or local law of this state. 


4. PARI-MUTUEL WAGERING. A system of wagering under which 
the owner or operator of a pari-mutuel wagering facility accepts wagers which 
comprise a pari-mutuel pool or pools, retains a portion of said wagers, and 
returns a portion of said wagers to some persons who have placed wagers 
igang to any provision of any general, local, special, or private law of 
this state. 


5. PARI-MUTUEL WAGERING FACILITY. The physical facilities 
comprising a race track or other form of amusement or entertainment at 
which pari-mutuel gambling is allowed by any general, special, private, or 
local law of this state. 


Section 3. EXEMPTIONS OF PARI-MUTUEL WAGERING LICEN- 
SEES FROM CERTAIN TAXES. The pari-mutuel tax and admission tax 
shall be in lieu of all licenses and excise taxes imposed on pari-mutuel 
wagering, the handle, and a pari-mutuel wagering facility by the state or 
any county, municipality or other political subdivision thereof; provided, 
however, that this section shall not be construed to confer any exemption 
with respect to any uniform taxes levied generally on property, income or 
business activity, including, without limitation, (1) income taxes levied by 
the state, (2) occupational taxes levied on wages by a municipality or county, 
(3) ad valorem taxes levied on any racing facility at the same rates as are 
applicable to other commercial property having comparable market value, 
(4) state and local sales taxes on merchandise sold by operators or their 
concessionaires at racing events, and (5) all taxes and license fees imposed 
or related to the sale of alcoholic beverages. 


Section 4. REVOCATION OF OTHER EXEMPTIONS. All other ex- 
emptions heretofore granted to pari-mutuel wagering or pari-mutuel wagering 
facilities in the acts permitting such pari-mutuel wagering are reaffirmed and 
shall continue in force and effect until the effective date of this act at which 
time they are repealed. 
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Section 5. EFFECTIVE DATE. This act shall become effective upon 
its passage and approval by the governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide revenue by levying a 5% privilege or license tax on the gross 
pari-mutuel pool resulting from the operations by persons, firms or corpo- 
rations, engaged in the business of conducting pari-mutuel betting at any 
dog or horse race track in the State of Alabama and that the breakage 
resulting from pari-mutuel betting is a tax, and that the proceeds of the 
taxes shall be credited and appropriated during the 1986-87 fiscal year 50% 
to the Department of Human Resources and 50% to the Department of 
Mental Health and Mental Retardation and for years thereafter to the State 
General Fund and to provide for the assessment and collection of such 
revenues; that prior exemptions from state sales taxation granted to dog race 
tracks are rescinded; to grant a 5-year exemption from the 5% pari-mutuel 
tax to those horse tracks which are located in Class I municipalities; to 
confer powers and impose duties on the Department of Revenue; to provide 
for the distribution of the proceeds of such revenues; and to prescribe penalties 
for non-compliance. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section I. For the purpose of this Act, the following terms shall have 
the respective meanings ascribed to them by this section except where the 
context clearly indicates a different meaning: 


(1) Pari-Mutuel. A system of betting on races whereby the winners 
divide the total amount bet, after deducting authorized taxes, fees and 
management expenses, in proportion to the sums wagered individually. 


(2) Pari-Mutuel Pool. The total amount wagered under the pari-mutuel 
betting system in any particular race. 


(3) Breakage. The odd cents by which the amounts payable on each 
dollar wagered exceeds a multiple of ten cents. 


(4) Person. Individuals, firms, corporations, partnerships, companies, or 
other agencies, associations, incorporated or otherwise, singular or plural. 


(5) State. The State of Alabama. 
(6) Department. The Alabama Department of Revenue. 


(7) Commissioner. The Commissioner of the Department of Revenue of 
the State of Alabama. 


Section 2. EXEMPTIONS OF PARI-MUTUEL WAGERING LICEN- 
SEES FROM CERTAIN TAXES. The pari-mutuel tax and admission tax 
shall be in lieu of all licenses and excise taxes imposed on pari-mutuel 
wagering, the handle, and a pari-mutuel wagering facility by the state or 
any county, municipality or other political subdivision thereof; provided, 
however, that this section shall not be construed to confer any exemption 
with respect to any uniform taxes levied generally on property, income or 
business activity, including, without limitation, (1) income taxes levied by 
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the state, (2) occupational taxes levied on wages by a municipality or county, 
(3) ad valorem taxes levied on any racing facility at the same rates as are 
applicable to other commercial property having comparable market value, 
and (4) state and local sales taxes on merchandise sold by operators or their 
concessionaires at racing events. 


Section 3. There is hereby levied, in addition to all other taxes of every 
kind now imposed by law, upon every person engaged or continuing within 
this state in the business of operating a dog or horse race track in the State 
of Alabama, a privilege or license tax of 5% of the gross pari-mutuel pool 
at a dog or horse race track; and, it is hereby declared that “breakage” 
resulting from pari-mutuel betting at any race track in the state is henceforth 
considered a tax. 


Section 4. There is hereby granted to all horse race tracks in this state 
which are located in Class I municipalities a 5-year exemption from the 5% 
Pari-Mutuel tax from the date of the first racing event held at such track 
until the fifth (5th) anniversary of such event. 


Section 5. If any person shall engage in or continue in any business 
for which a privilege tax is imposed as a condition precedent to engaging 
or continuing in such business, he shall apply for and obtain from the 
department of revenue a license to engage in and to conduct such business 
for the current tax year upon the condition that he shall pay the taxes 
accruing to the state of Alabama under the provisions of this division;

Section 6. On or before the twentieth day of each month, every person 
on whom the taxes levied by this Act are imposed shall render to the 
department of revenue, on a form prescribed by the department, a true and 
correct statement showing the gross receipts of his race track operation for 
the next preceding month, together with such other information as the 
department may demand and require. At the time of making such monthly 
pent such person shall compute and pay the amount of taxes shown to be 

ue. 


‘Section 7. All persons subject to the provisions of this Act shall keep 
for not less than three years, such books, documents, records or other papers 
as will clearly show the amount of tax due and such books, documents, 
records or other papers shall be open for examination at any time by the 
department of revenue or its duly authorized agents. 


Section 8. Any person subject to this Act who shall fail to make any 
report required of him by the department of revenue or shall fail to keep 
any of the records required herein shall be guilty of a class B misdemeanor. 
Each month of such failure shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 9. Any person who fails to pay the tax herein levied within 
the time required shall pay, in addition to the tax, a penalty of 25 percent 
of the amount of tax due, together with interest thereon at the rate established 
by the secretary of the treasury under the authority of 26 USCA §6621, per 
month, or fraction thereof, from the date at which the tax herein levied 
became due and payable, such penalty and interest to be assessed and collected 
as part of the tax. The department of revenue, if a good and sufficient reason 
is shown, may waive or remit the penalty of 25 percent, or a portion thereof. 
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Section 10. If any taxpayer fails to make the returns herein required, 
the department shall make a return for such delinquent taxpayer upon such 
information as it may reasonably obtain, and shall assess the taxes due 
thereon, and shall add a penalty for failure to make such return of twenty- 
five percent of the tax due, as assessed by the department, and interest at 
the rate established by the secretary of the treasury under the authority of 
26 USCA §6621, per month, or fraction thereof, from the date such taxes 
were due. Provided the department, if a good and sufficient reason is shown 
for such delinquency, may waive or remit the twenty-five percent penalty, 
or a portion thereof. 


Section 11. Whenever the department, in examining and auditing the 
records of any taxpayer, or from other information, shall ascertain that the 
amount, or amounts, previously paid by any taxpayer for any period, or 
periods, is incorrect, the department shall compute the correct amount of 
tax due, and if it appears that the amount paid by the taxpayer is in excess 
of the correct amount due, such excess shall be refunded to the taxpayer in 
accordance with law and under the rules and regulations of the department. 
If it appears that the amount paid by such taxpayer is less than the amount 
due, the department shall compute the amount of such deficiency and shall 
notify the taxpayer, and shall demand payment therefor. If the amount 
demanded is not paid within ten days from the date of such demand, or if 
the taxpayer does not request an extension of time within ten days from 
the date of such demand, the department shall make an assessment against 
the taxpayer of the amount due and shall add a penalty of one percent per 
month from the date such taxes or any part thereof became due. Provided, 
that the department may, if a good and sufficient reason is shown, waive 
or remit the penalty, or a portion thereof. If within ten days from the date 
of notice of a deficiency the taxpayer requests in writing an extension of 
time, the department may grant an extension of thirty days. If at the end 
of such extended period, the deficiency has not been paid, the department 
shall proceed with the assessment. Provided that if the department is of the 
opinion that there was a willful or fraudulent intent by the taxpayer to 
evade the tax due, it may assess a penalty of twenty-five percent of the tax. 
Provided that upon appeal such action shall be reviewable. 


Section 12. Whenever the department shall make an assessment against 
a taxpayer as herein provided, the department shall notify the taxpayer by 
registered or certified mail of the amount of such assessment, and shall 
notify the taxpayer that he may appear before the department on a day 
named not less than twenty days from date of such notice and show cause 
why such assessment should not be made final. Such appearance may be 
made by agent or attorney. If no showing is made on or before the date 
fixed in such notice, or if such showing is not sufficient in the judgment of 
the department, such assessment shall be made final in the amount originally 
fixed or in such other amount as is determined by the department to be 
correct. If upon such hearing the department finds the amount due to be 
different from that originally assessed, it shall make the assessment final in 
the correct amount and in all cases shall notify the taxpayer of the assessment 
as finally fixed. Provided a notice by the United States mail addressed to 
the taxpayer’s last known place of business shall be sufficient. Any assessment 
made by the department shall be prima facie correct upon appeal. 


Section 13. (a) Whenever any taxpayer, who has duly appeared and 
protested an assessment by the department, is dissatisfied with the assessment 
as finally made, such taxpayer may appeal in all respects in the same manner 
provided by Section 40-2-22, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. Provided, 
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no appeal shall lie in cases where the taxpayer has failed to appear and 
protest. 


(b) Any notice, provided for by this Act, of an amount due under this 
Act shall be given or any action in court for the collection of such amount 
shall be begun within three years of the due date of such amount. Provided, 
however, in the case of a false or fraudulent return with intent to evade 
payment of taxes imposed by this Act or a failure to file a return, the tax 
may be assessed or a proceeding in court for the collection of such tax may 
be begun at any time. The department of revenue and the taxpayer, before 
the expiration of the time prescribed herein, may agree in writing to an 
extension of the time during which such proceedings may be begun. The 
period so agreed upon may be extended by subsequent agreements in writing 
made before the expiration of the period previously agreed upon. The de- 
partment of revenue shall also be authorized in such agreement to extend 
equally the period within which the taxpayer may file a claim for refund of 
such taxes where such agreement is entered into before a claim for refund 
is barred because of the lapse of time. The commissioner of revenue shall 
adopt such rules and regulations as he deems necessary for the proper 
administration of this section. 


Section 14. The tax imposed by this Act shall be in addition to all 
other licenses and taxes levied by law as a condition precedent to engaging 
in any business taxable hereunder. 


Section 15. If any final assessment of taxes herein levied be not paid 
within thirty days after such assessment becomes final and if no appeal has 
been taken, in cases where an appeal is authorized, the department shall 
issue an execution therefor directed to any sheriff of the state of Alabama 
commanding said sheriff to levy upon and sell the real and personal property 
of the person against whom such execution is directed, found in the county 
of said sheriff, together with all penalties assessed. The sheriff thereupon 
shall levy upon any property of the taxpayer with like effect and in the 
manner prescribed by law in respect to execution ‘issued upon judgments of 
the circuit court or court of like jurisdiction, and the remedies of attachment 
and garnishment shall apply fully to such execution, and the officer shall be 
entitled to the same fees for his services as now allowed by law for like 
services to be collected in the same manner as now provided by law for like 
services. The sheriff shall make due return of such execution within sixty 
days of the issuance thereof to the department and upon such return alias 
or pluries executions may be issued by the department which shall be executed 
in the same manner. Such lien shall not be valid against any mortgagee, 
purchaser, or judgment creditor until notice has been filed in the office of 
the judge of probate as provided for under Section 40-1-2, Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended. 


Section 14. The tax herein levied shall constitute a debt due the state 
of Alabama and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to the methods 
herein provided, brought at any time within three years after the tax has 
become due and payable. 


Section 15. Any taxpayer who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this Act may be restrained from continuing in business, and the proper 
prosecuting shall be instituted in the name of the state of Alabama by its 
attorney general, by the counsel of the department or under their direction 
by any circuit solicitor of the state until such person shall have complied 
with the provisions of this Act. 
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Section 16. The department of revenue is hereby charged with the 
enforcement of the provisions of this act and is hereby authorized and 
empowered to prescribe, adopt, promulgate and enforce, rules and regulations, 
relating to any matter or thing pertaining to the administration and en- 
forcement of the provisions of this Act, and the collection of taxes, penalties 
and interest imposed by this Act. 


Section 17. Such amount of money as shall be appropriated for each 
fiscal year by the legislature to the department of revenue with which to 
pay the salaries, the cost of operation and management of said department 
pertaining to the administration and enforcement of the provisions of this 
Act, shall be deducted, as a first charge thereon, from the taxes collected 
under the provisions of this Act; provided, however, that the expenditure of 
said sum so appropriated shall be budgeted and allotted pursuant to Section 
41-4-80 through 41-4-96 of the Code of Alabama 1975, and limited to the 
amount appropriated to defray the expenses of operating said department 
for each fiscal year.
